—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by sub- section 2 of section 43 read with section 74 of the

[ 44 A, Money can be transferred through the service

! more I han Rupees fifty thousand. 

Kyplanation. —For the purpose of this part, ‘ IMO’ 

I servic s means a con^uterized web-based instant money 
f transf ;r service between two resideiU individuals in the

I territc ry of India through the Post Office. 

I 144B. The CentralGovernmeiitmay specify, by order 

i issuea from time to time, the Post offices firom where the 
‘IMO’ may be remitted or paid or wherever necessary, 
suspe id the ‘IMO’ services from those post offices. 


144 C. The Central Government may, by order issued 
from time to time, prescribe the rates of commission and 
charges for specialized message, if any, applicable for 
remittance of money through ‘ IMO’. 

144 D. The remittance of money maybe made in such 
manner and in such form as may be prescribed by the 
Director (Jeneral of Posts, firomtime to time. 

144 E. (1) The form duly filled together with the 
amount of ‘IMO’, the commission and the charges, if any, 
payable for personalized message, may bepresented at the 
specified post office during the hours prescrib ed for ‘ IMO’ 
transactions. 

(2) A receipt thereof shall be given to the remitter 
akmg with a confidential‘IMO ’ mimherin a sealed condhion 
in the space provided in the receipt. 

(3) The remitter shall inform the payee at his own 
means and risk, the confidential ‘ IMO’ number. 

(4) The payee may present his request for payment 
of ‘IMO’ atong widi the confidential ‘IMO’ number in the 
prescribed form in any spedfied post office otherthanthe 
post office of its booking. 

(5) The Counter Postal Assistant/Supervisor shall 
arrange for payment of ‘ IMO ’ to the payee after verifying 
the confidential ‘IMO’ number, identity of the payee and 
the correctness of its actual booking. 

144 F. Onarequestby theremitterin the prescribed 
form for repayment of ‘IMO’ to him, the same may be paid, 
if not already paid to the payee, on production of receqrt 
issued to him along with the confidential ‘IMO’ nuniber, 
proof of his identity and full particulars of the payee. 

144 G. If theremittra’ orpayee of the ‘IMO’ is illiterate, 
his thumb mark shall be obtained and verified in such a 
manner as the Director General may direct
